the rays of light of the violet and of 
the spectrum in such a manner as to 
make them coincide with those of the 
red end. It is by examination of light 
which has passed through a solution of 
chlorophyll, however, that the greatest 
insight into its physical properties may 
be gained. If such a ray of light is pass­ 
ed through a prism and spread out on a 
screen, it may be seen that there are 
several large intervals of dark bands in 
tho spectrum. The rays of light which 
would have occupied these spaces have 
been absorbed by the chlorophyll and 
converted into heat and other forms of 
energy. Tb s energy is directly availa­ 
ble to the protoplasm containing tao 
chorophyll, and by means of it the syn­ 
thesis of complex substance may be ac­ 
complished. —Popular Science Monthly.

W ho W ar* th e Basque*? 
The dialect of the Spanish Basque 
provinces, such as we have it in the 
songs aud proverbs which have acquired 
for this people quite a European reputa- 
tuai, is really a hideous mixture of 
Spanish patois—Spanish, more or less 
adulterated with French—and Moorish 
or Arabic. Many of their words have a 
curious resemblance to corresponding 
English words—just as we find in our 
English slang a good many gypsy 
words. For instance, the Basque word 
gorry (which signifies red, rusty, bloody, 
gory), the word gono (gown), escura 
(school), irina (farina, flour), curritzen 
(course, courrier), du (does, from the 
verb to do), letra (letter), teilature 
(roof, tile), Cantua (song, canticle), 
boma (bonnet), etc. 
The music of the popular Basque 
songs is in general plaintive and couch­ 
ed in the minor keys. The melodies, 
like the language, are a tradition—as 
no composers’ names have come down 
to us—and this, again, is a singular 
compound of Spanish and oriental mel­ 
ody. It also confirms my view of the 
origin of this interesting people, so that 
I have the language and the music both 
fighting to uphold my theory.—Gentle­ 
man's Magazine.

in places where no other animal of aim- 
ilar size can ga 
They are the best 
equipped animals of their kind. 
Bids 
by side with these are found snakes of 
similar size and equal powers, except 
that they lack the invincible lethal 
weapon. 
They only carry blank car­ 
tridges in the battle of life. 
Evolution 
seems arrested for no reason. They not 
only fail to grow the poison tooth, but 
do not develop the power of crushing 
their prey as the constrictors da 
It 
would be far easier for a common grass 
snake to kill a frog by poison before 
eating it, as tho cobra does, than to 
have to swallow it aliya It would save 
it trouble to crush it, as a young boa 
constrictor of the sumo size would do, 
but it does neither, because it neither 
has developed, nor seems in the least 
likely to develop, tho necessary equip­ 
ment for so doing. 
By the th<iory of evolution the grass 
snake ought therefore to go back in the 
world, while the other common English 
snake, the poisonous viper, armed with 
a weapon, powerful as a protection and 
a means of killing pray, increas'd in 
size and numbers and took its place. 
Yet this is exactly what has not ha]>- 
pened. Grass snakes are larger and more 
numerous than adders, and t here is no 
evidence that the absence of the poison 
fangs in any way endangers tho survival 
of the species. 
It is difficult to account for the ab 
sence of any visible failure in life of in­ 
sect feeding creatures competing for ex­ 
istence on the same food, but with such 
unequal physical means for obtaining it 
as are possessed by the swallow, the 
marmoset, »iie shrew, the chameleon 
aud the frog. 
In this list. of five crea 
tures living upon similar food we find 
that the physical applianet's for obtain 
ing it rang'' from the perfect develop­ 
ment of speed in flight in the swallow, 
the addition of hands for capture in the 
marmoset, bodily quickness aud activity 
ta tho shrew, tho power of assuming 
color exactly similar to that of environ­ 
ment in the cham* loon, supplemented 
by a special apparatus for shooting out 
the tongue and capturing insects when 
motionless, t > the absence of any special 
equipment at all, except that of arathet 
long tongue, in tin in* ct eating frog.

Our estimate of the physical means 
and appliances necessary for the survival 
and well being of animals is probablj 
set too high We judge Hie needs of ai 
from the perfect development aud ac­ 
quired powers of many, perhaps cf 
most, which evolution hits provided 
with appliances in excess of their real 
wants. Most animals are overequipped. 
Evolution bas run riot aud provided 
them with means and metal far in ex­ 
cess of their needs, just as it ha* provid­ 
ed them with an exuberance of orna­ 
ment which delights us, but must al­ 
ready have passed beyond animal com­ 
prehension. 
Probably the cats, great and small, 
would at < nee be named as the hest 
equipped of all classes of predatory 
creatures, and the predatory creatures are 
by necessity superior in most forms of 
physique to those on which they pre y. 
They aire all "built” on one plan, with 
a special armament of teeth, sheaths to 
keep their claws sharp, muscles for 
springing suddenly to great distances, 
padded feet to deaden the sound of their 
movements and color adapted for con­ 
cealment. These acquired appliances are 
in excess of their wants. 
Tho polar bear, which cannot sprint 
and has no sheaths for its claws, and 
has little obvious provision to aid it in 
swimming, catches and kills animals 
larger than those killed by the tiger and 
can kill them in the water. The wol­ 
verene, or glutton, which is heavy, slow 
and bas the feet of a ferret, gets its liv­ 
ing as a carnivorous animal no lees well 
than tile tiger cats, which have a far 
more specialized equipment for their 
work. 
There is actual evidence from the fos­ 
sil bones of tigers that this exoess of 
equipment once went further and has 
been discarded as superfluous. An ex­ 
tinct species developed canine teeth of 
such enormous size that it has been 
named the "saber toothed tiger.” The 
teeth were too long for its jaws, and the 
modem species use shorter weapons, 
just as modern ironclads are provided 
with lighter guns. The curling tusks of 
some of the mammoths and the palmated 
horns of the Irish elk were also in excess 
of requirements and are modified for use 
in the existing elephants and reindeer. 
Many monkeys possess a thumb, but 
some do not, aud there is no evident* 
that they are therefore at a disadvantage 
for their uonprogressive life.—London 
Spectator.

Port Townsend, Wash., Nov. 30.— 
The steamer Alki which arrived from 
Alaska brought news of considerable ex­ 
citement at Juneau as a result of a de­ 
cision by the government that will re­ 
sult in the loss of a great many homes 
aud considerable property in the best 
part of the city. 
The decision referred to is one that 
ha# just been rendered by Secretary of 
the Interior Francis and it give# to Mrs.

The decision returned by Secre­ 
tary Franei.- ends the matter at which 
at one time or another a good portion of 
the citizen# of Juneau felt personally 
interested. 
In 1880 Rufus Goldstein, a citizen of 
Juneau, which was then not much Of a 
town, filed a mineral claim in what was 
afterward the best property in the place. 
Not much wa# th* ight of L 
matter at 
that time. 
It was not until two years lattsr, in 
1888, that the public knew of thf fact 
that a part of the town nit** was being 
claimed for minora1 purposes. 
The citizen# finally decided to call a 
public meeting to discuss the matter.

In nominating Hon. 
William 
J. 
Bryan of Nebraska as the Democratic 
candidate for the office of president the 
Democratic party has unwittingly and 
unwillingly forced to the front tbs issue 
of protection against free trade. 
Aa 
proof of this it is only necessary to refer 
to Mr. Bryan’s tariff reoord in congress, 
during his hrief experience there as a 
member of the house of representatives, 
and, in order that the friends of protec­ 
tion may have an opportunity to refresh 
their memories in this respect, we pub­ 
lish this week some extracts from bis 
speeches delivered during the second 
session of the Fifty-third congress when 
the Wilson bill became law. 
Mr. Bryan Is an out and out free 
trader. 
He was dissatisfied even with 
the original Wilson bill before it re­ 
ceived the 600 amendments that finally 
enabled its passage through the United 
States senate. He regards "a tariff of IO 
per cent levi#d purposely for protection’* 
as being “ just as indefensible aa a tariff 
of 1,000 per cent ” Of the original free 
trade Wilson bill ha said: “ I think the 
duties all tbs way through this bill are 
higher than necessary.” But, low as 
they were, he viewed it os a "step in 
the right direction. ” He also said, ” 1 
am for free wool;** again, **1 believe 
in free iron ore;” again, **The duty 
on coal is indefensible. ” 
These brief quotations will enable all 
friends of protection to appreciate the 
imminent danger to every American 
wage earner and every American indus­ 
try that would arise through the elec­ 
tion of Mr. Bryan to the presidency. 
Contrast the words of the Democratic 
demagogue with those of Hon. William 
McKinley, * 'When there is work there 
is wages, and when there is work wags 
earners are consumers, who Attribute 
the best market tor the products of oar 
soil.” How Mr. Bryan onn tanks the 
western fanners believe to the contrary 
—that idle wage earners con "contrib­ 
ute the best market for the products of 
our soil” —it will be interesting to ob­ 
serve.

COLOR IN PLANTS. 


TU# 
Mn ! Im p o rta n t C olorin* Sn Im tam * 
l a tit# W orld I# C hlorophyll. 
Chlorophyll is perhaps tho most im ­ 
portant coloring substance in the world, 
for upon this substance depend the char­ 
acteristic activity of plants, the synthe­ 
sis of complex compounds from carbon 
dioxide and water process, upon w hich 
the existence of all living things is u lti­ 
mately conditioned. Only in a very few 
unimportant forms devoid of chlorophyll 
can the synthesis of complex from sim­ 
ple compoui ds or from the elements be 
accomplished. The function of chloro­ 
phyll may only be comprehended when 
its chief physical properties are under­ 
stood. 
These may be best illustrated 
by placing a gram of chopped loaves 
of grass or geranium in a few cubic cen­ 
timeters of strong alcohol for an hour. 
Such a solution w ill be of a bright, 
clear green color, and when the vessel 
1 containing it is beld in such a manner 
that the srnlight is reflected from the 
surface of the liquid it will appear blood 
red, due to its property of fluorescence, 
that of changing the wave length of 
the rays of light of the violet and of 
the spectrum in such a manner as to 
mnke them coincide w ith those of the 
rod end. It is by examination of light 
which has passed through a solution of 
chlorophyll, however, that the greatest 
insight into its physical properties may 
, be gained. If such a ray of light is pass­ 
ed through a prism and spread out on a 
screen, it may be seen that there are 
several largo intervals of dark bands in 
the spectrum 
The rays of light which 
would have occupied these spaces have 
been absorbed by the chlorophyll aud 
converted into heat and other forms of 
energy. This energy is directly availa­ 
ble to the protoplasm containing tau 
cliorophyll, aud by means of it the syn­ 
thesis of complex substance may be ac­ 
complished.—Popular Science Monthly.

tile), Cantua (song, canticle), 
boma (bonnet), etc. 
The music of the popular Basque 
songs is in general plaintive and couch­ 
ed in the minor keys. 
The melodies, 
like the language, are a tradition—us 
uo composers’ names have come down 
to us—and this, again, is a singular 
compound of Spanish and oriental mel­ 
ody. 
It also confirms my view of the 
origin of this interesting people, so that 
I have the language and the music both 
fighting to uphold my theory.—Gentle 
man's Magazine.

Certain snakes of medium size carry 
the most deadly weapon, whether of of­ 
fense or defense, owned by any animal. 
In addition they have the perfect ver­ 
tebrate structure which Sir Richard 
Owen so much admired, and can there­ 
fore swim, climb and make their way 
in places where no other anim al of sim ­ 
ilar size can g a 
They are the best 
equipped animals of their kind. 
Side 
by side w ith these are found snakes of 
sim ilar size and equal powers, except 
that they lack the invincible lethal 
weapon. 
They only carry blank car­ 
tridges in the battle of life. 
Evolution 
seems arrested for no reason. 
They not 
only fail to grow the poison tooth, but 
do not develop the power of crushing 
their prey ha the constrictors da 
It 
would be far easier for a common gras* 
snake to kill a frog by poison before 
eating it, as the cobra does, than to 
have to swallow it aliya It would save 
It trouble to crush it, as a young t>oa 
constrictor of the same size would do, 
but it does neither, because i t neither 
has developed, nor seems in tho least 
likely to develop, the necessary equip­ 
m ent for so doing. 
By the theory of evolution the grass 
snake ought therefore to go back in the 
world, while the other common English 
snake, the poisonous viper, armed w ith 
a weapon, powerful as a protection and 
a means of killing prey, increased in 
size and numbers and took ;i ta place. 
Yet this is exactly w hat has not hap­ 
pened. Grass snakes are larger and more 
numerous than adders, and there is no 
evidence that the absence of the poison 
fangs iii any way r udangcrs the survival 
of the species. 
I t is difficult to account for the ab 
senee of any visible fa*lure in life of in­ 
sect feeding ©features competing for ex­ 
istence on the name food, but w ith such 
unequal physical means for obtaining it 
as are possessed by the swallow, the 
marmoset, ,iie shrew, the chameleon 
and the frog. 
In this list of five crea­ 
tures living upon sim ilar food we find 
that the physical appliance* for obtain 
ing it rang ' from the perfect develop­ 
m ent of speed in flight in the swallow, 
tho addition of hands for capture in th* 
marmoset, bodily quickness aud activity 
ta the shrew, the power of assuming 
color exactly sim ilar to that of environ- 
mcut rn th* cham* leon, supplemented 
by a special apparatus L r shooting out 
the tongue and capturing insects when 
motionless, tv the •'.baenee of any special 
equipment at, all, except that of arathei 
long tongue, in the ins* et eating frog, 
Yet the frog destitute of all these 
specialized appliances, lives just asw ell 
as the swallow, the shrew, tho marmo­ 
set or the chameleon, and at least one 
sp* ci« s, the barking frog, finds that t«* 
got on in tho world it has only to be 
still and w ait till creatures walk into 
its mouth. 
It has acquired a skin coIot 
suited to it* «iivileum* Bt and a larg# 
mouth. 
But it is not, and could nev* t 
be, duskier* d well provided for get tin* 
its living. 
, 
Our estim ate cif the physical mean# 
cmd appliances necessary for the survival 
aud well being of animals is probably 
set h>o high 
W e judge the needs of a1 
from the \* rfeet developmt ut aud ac 
quired pow rs of many, perhaps ti 
most, which evolution! has provided 
with appliances in excess of their real 
wants. Most anim als uro overequipped. 
Evolution bas run riot aud provided 
them w ith means and m etal far in ex­ 
cess of their needs, just as it b at provid­ 
ed them w ith an exuberance of oroa 
mcnt which delights us, but must al­ 
ready have passed beyond animal com­ 
prehension. 
Probably the cats, gr* at and small, 
would at once be mum*! as the best 
et|uipp* d of all classes of predatory 
creatures, aud the predatory creature* art* 
by necessity superior in most forms of 
physique to those on which they prey. 
They are ail ' ‘b u ilt” on one plan, w ith 
a special arm am ent of teeth, sheaths to 
keep their claws sharp, muscles f* r 
springing suddenly to great distances, 
padded feet to deaden the sound of their 
movements and color adapted for con­ 
cealment. These acquired appliances ar* 
in excess of their wants. 
The polar bear, which cannot spring 
and has no sheaths for its claws, ami 
bas little obvious provision to aid it in 
swimming, catches and kills animals 
large! than those killed by th® tiger and 
eau kill them iu the water. 
The wol­ 
verene, or glutton, which is heavy, slow 
and has tho feet of a ferret, gets its liv­ 
ing as a carnivorous anim al no leos well 
than the tiger cats, which b ive a far 
more specialized equipment for their 
work. 
There is actual evidence from the fos­ 
sil bones of tigeis tuat this excess <f 
equipment once went further aud bas 
been discarded as superfluous. 
An ex 
tinct specie* developed canine teeth of 
such enormous size that it has been 
named the “ saber toothed tiger.” Th® 
b eth were too long for its jaw*, and the 
modem aperies use shorter weapons, 
just aw modern ironclads ar® provide*! 
with lighter gum* Th® curling tusks of 
some of the mammoths and the pal mated 
horns of tho Irish clk were also in except 
of itquiremt nts aud are modified for use 
in the existing elephant* and reindeer. 
Many monkey* possess a thumb, Im# 
some do not, aud there is no evidence 
that they are therefore n ta disadvantage 
for their non progressive life.—Loudon 
Spectator.
